Washington, D. C., Jan. 19— 
Production of sulfuric, nitric and 
mixed acids, for sale, in 1925, ac- 
cording to the Census Bureau, was 
valued at $45,656,665, a decrease of 
1.9 per cent compared with $46,518,- 
645 for 1923, the last preceding cen- 
sus year. Total production in 1925, 
including amounts made and con- 
sumed in the same establishments, 
was as follows: Sulfuric acid (basis 
50° Baume), 7,012,328 tons, com- 
prising 4,697,116 tons, valued at 
$38,330,274, for sale, and 2,315,212 
tons made and consumed by the 
sam@q ‘establishments;~ nitric acid, 
19,652 tons (equivalent to 79,880 
tons, basis 100 per cent), compris- 
ing 26,852 tons, valued at $3,559 
695, for sale, and 92,800 tons made 
and consumed; mixed acid (sulfuric- 
nitric), 160,377 tons, comprising 61,- 
290 tons, valued at $3,766,696, for 
sale, and 99,087 tons made and 
consumed. 

Of the total value of sulfuric, nit- 
ric, and mixed acids produced for 
sale, as reported for 1925, $18,154,- 
684 represents the output of estab- 
lishments engaged primarily in 
the manufacture of these acids, and 
$27,501,981 represents the value of 
acids made as subsidiary products 
by establishments engaged primar- 
ily in other industries. “Chemicals, 
not elsewhere classified,” “Fertiliz- 
ers,” “Explosives.” In addition, the 
establishments engaged primarily in 
the manufacture cf acids reported 
miscellaneous products, chiefly 
chemicals, to the value of $5,152,- 
329, 

Potassium compounds to the ag- 
gregate value of $5,897,608 were 
made in the United States in 1925, 
a decrease of 6.7 per cent compared 
with $6,318,822 for 1923, and an in- 


crease of 19.5 per cent compared 
with $4,934,749 for 1921. Chief pro- 
ducts of this group in 1925 were 
potassium bitartrate (cream of tar- 
tar) with a production of 7,041,- 
766 pounds, valued at $1,465,905, 
and potassium iodide, w.th a pro- 
duction cf 466,312 pounds, valued 
at $1,715,923. 

Nitrogen and fixed nitrogen com- 
pounds (not including those made 
and consumed by the same estab- 
lishment) to the aggregate value of 
$31,409, 682 were produced in 1925 
by establishments engaged primar- 
ily in the manufacture of chemicals. 
This total represents increases of 
3.2 per cent and 49.1 per cent, re- 
spectively, compared with $30,435,- 
909 for 1923 and $21,059,976 for

NEW GERMAN FERTILIZER 
(Special to Careecar MARKETS, 
Berlin, Germany, Jan. 3—Nitro- 

phoska, the new fertilizer put on 

the market by I. G. Farbenindus- 
trie contains nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash. A limited sale of 
about 10,000 tons a month is ex- 
pected in Germany at the rate of 
270 marks per metric ton. Mixed 
fertilizers save the farmer a great 
deal of labor. Heretofore he has 
had to determine in what propor- 
tion the various chemical ingredi- 
ents should be combined to suit his 
soil and to mix them himself or 
make three separate applications to 
the soil. Under the new arrange- 
ment everything is prepared. The 
syndicate will offer American farm- 
ers something new because nitro- 
phoska is more concentrated than 
the fertilizer which has _ hitherto 
been used in the United States. 
Potash producers are now plan- 
ning to place mixed fertilizers on 

the market. They have formed a 

union with the Kleckener Works, 

which are in a position to produce 
nitrates in connection with their 
coking ovens. 





Rio Tinto Co. is making every 
effort to re-establish its pyrites 
trade with America in face of the 
competition of Texas sulfur. Its 
plant and machinery are being thor- 
oughly modernised. This decision 
is understood to be the reason why 
Rio Tinto has broken away from 
Pyrites Producers’ Association. 


Rates on soda ash, caustic soda 
and bi-carbonate of soda, in car- 
loads, from Cartago, Skinner and 
Keeler, Cal., to points in Western 
Trunk Line and Southwestern ter- 
ritories, have been suspended until 
May 15, pending investigation by 
Interstate Commerce Commission.

(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

London, Jan. 19. (By Radio)—

AGREE ON PHOSPHATE 


German steel works have entered 
into an agreement. whereby they 
will sell their basic phosphate slag 
communally. All works are united 
in this agreement except “Peiner 
Walzwerke” and “Maximilianhu- 
ette,” and selling will be effected 
through Thomas-Phosphatmehl- 
Fabriken G.m.b.H. 





Jibbenbar arsenic mine belong- 
ing to Queensland State Govern- 
ment showed a _ further loss 
last year, accumulated loss to date 
being £15,886. 





Fabbriche Italiane Materie Col- 
oranti Bonelli, of Milan, is about 
to amalgamate with Italgas of 
Turin. This combination will tend 
to form an industrial concentration 
of the same type as the German 
I.G. Societa Italiano del Gas di 
Torino (Italgas) is known to con- 
trol Societa Italiana Predotti Es- 
plodenti. The absorption of So- 
cieta Bonelli will increase the out- 
put of explosives and industrial 
chemicals and more particularly of 
rayon, which Bonelli company is 
going to manufacture in concert 
with Damoulin Co. of Milan, using 
a patent which is new for Italy 
for the manufacture by cellulose 
acetone process. 


Ammonia plant at Marienburg, 
Czechoslovakia, will go into opera- 
tion this Spring with an_ initial 
daily production of fifteen tons of 
ammonia, to be gradually increased 
to twenty-two tons and eventually 


to thirty. The Claude process will 
be operated, utilizing coke-oven 
gases. French capital is invested 


in the undertaking. 


Merger of ten leading German 
yeast and alcohol plants, with in- 
creased capital, is expected to effect 
economies in production. A central 
office will be located in Berlin. 
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Merck’s (Germany) has a busi- 
ness agreement with Junkers Flug- 
zeug Werke A. G. and both con- 
cerns are financially interested in 
combating forest pests in Germany 
by use of aeroplanes. The first 
practical German tests were made 
in the summer of 1925 in the for- 
est of Ensdorf near Amberg, Ba- 
varia. The airplane employed for 
the purpose was a Junker “Limou- 
sine F.13,” and the poison used was 
an arsenical preparation known as 
“Esturmit” which was distributed 
in powder form from a special dust- 
ing apparatus built in the passenger 
quarters of the airplane. “Estur- 
mit” contains 12 per cent of arsenic 
acid (As:Os). It has been in use 
in Germany for several years for 
the extermination of vineyard and 
tree pests. 


POLAND’S POTASH PLANT 

Poland consumed each year be- 
fore the war about 400,000 metric 
tons of potash salts, practically all 
of which was imported from Ger- 
many. While a Polish company 
was organized in 1914 to develop 
the resources of Galicia, its pro- 
duction was negligible until 1917 
when it amounted to about 10,000 
metric tons. Since this year pro- 
duction has steadily and rapidly 
increased until in 1925 the amount 
of potash salts produced reached 
151,000 metric tons. Efforts will 
be made to eliminate imports of 
German potash into Poland through 
the establishment of a concentra- 
tion plant. It is expected that the 
new plant will be able to supply 
the Polish farmers with high-grade 
salts similar to those produced by 
the German refineries. 


Japan reports sales of foreign 
dyes in 1926 extremely poor, and 
has warned the trade against falsi- 
fication of labels. Large stocks of 
German dyes are held in ware- 
houses. The Government’s pur- 
pose in seeking to prevent falsifi- 
cation of labels is not alone to 
protect the consumer, who may be 
willing to pay a higher price for 
imported colors, but to establish 
the excellence of certain Japanese 
dyes in the minds of Japanese pur- 
chasers. 


France may establish a_ state 
monopoly for foreign sale of pot- 
ash, phosphates and derivatives, on 
the ground that such an arrange- 
ment would help the government 
in its effort to revalorize the franc. 
A bill has been returned to the Fin- 
ance Committee for study in con- 
junction with Commerce and In- 
dustry Committee.

Industrial chemicals show prac- 
tically no change in either price or 
position. Industrial consumers of 
denatured alcohol are expressing in- 
terest as to future prices and are 
seeking contracts from makers due 
to probability of higher molasses 
prices. Makers are unwilling to 
contract over more than a three 
months period. The anti-freeze 
market is easy with large stocks 
throughout the country still un- 
absorbed. The ammonia market 
shows no appreciable change de- 
spite last week’s announcement that 
one maker will discontinue manu- 
facture on March 1. Prices are 
still low in sharp competition. 

Barium salts, copper sulfate, Ep- 
som salts, Glhauber’s salts and, in 
fact, the general run of chemicals 
are unchanged in tone. Hydrogen 
peroxide is at a standstill at this 
time of the year as textile mills 
have not as yet started on white 
goods. Acetic acid is very firm in 
all directions and makers report 
that all contracts have been re- 
newed at schedule prices without 
difficulty. 

Light oils distillates are firm and 
unchanged. Benzene is steady in 
price at 23c gal. but the trend of 
the market appears weak. Toluene 
is sold very far ahead. Solvent 
naphtha and xylene are in free 
supply but prices are firm, Phenol 
shows no variation and the situa- 
tion is quiet. Naphthalene is firm 
with the shipping season approach- 
ing. 

Makers of intermediates are op- 
timistic. Demand continues spotty 
but prices are generally firm and 
the total volume moving is large. 
Aniline oil, nitrobenzene, dimethyl- 
aniline, benzidine and other import- 
ant products quite firm in tone, al- 
though at any time one of the 
large makers is apt to decide to 
increase his outlet and cut prices 
to do so.
